Osb une. a d from 
him learned that the deceased bad 
momentarily expected death, and bad 
made a &ial disiiosition of his poB.«<eB- 
sions. On last week he made his will, 
and had spoken to this young man as to 
how he wished his remains cared for. 
"For. ' said be. when reproved for his 
levite, - I expect trouble with the 
Llliotts if we meet, though I cannot sa^ 
just what kind." He ordered that this 
y<inng man take his body from the 
coroner as soon as through with it, and 
liave it placed in charge of Tom 
Doonan, the undertaker— who by the 
way wtis (jHborne's friend, and iwtil a 
year ago, foreman on The Capital. He 
tni'the - deaired that his body bis taken to 
the home of his sister. Mrs. Mason, and 
that later they te given interment at 
iuynoldsbnrg. 

i bis conversation between Lincoln and 
Csbome took place last week. They 
av:ain met Monday noon near fichraders 
t-aha>n, just after Osborne had been 
weighed on the scales and measured. 
Lincoln addressed him as follows: "Al, 
I tcuesi we had better pat that casket 
which we had for yon nauk in its nlace, 
for yon don't seem to need it" Osborne 
iinn:ediately answered: "This ia 
straight goods and no joking. Tbe day 
is not over, and I may need the coffin 
before nigUt" With that the two 
parted. 

There was a good deal of talk on the 
Ktreet yesterday regarding the course 
I>nrsaed bv the police in not locking the 
two murderers in cells as soon as ar- 
rested. Chief Murphy was asked why 
this was not done. Said he: "I did not 
lock the Ulliotts np for two reasons.
